PERMIT  PARKING  PLAN

Despite  a  promise  from  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  in  July  that  the  City  would  ensure 
the  purchase  of  Potrero  Hill's  Esprit  Park 
within  the  next  year  and  a  half,  the 
recommendations  issued  in  late  Septem- 
ber by  the  staff  of  the  committee  that 
handles  open  space  allocations  contained 
no  funding  for  the  Esprit  Park  purchase. 

The  recommendations  came  as  a  shock 
to  activists  in  the  effort  to  raise  enough 
funds  to  purchase  the  Minnesota  Street 
parkland.  Many  thought  that  with  the 
money  that  had  been  allocated  so  far, 
and  especially  with  the  Mayor's  words  of 
support,  that  they  were  well  on  their  way 
to  reaching  their  goal  this  year. 

When  new  owners  took  over  the  Esprit 
Corporation  several  years  ago,  their 
initial  asking  price  for  the  parkland  was 
$4  million.  As  a  result  of  efforts  by 
supporters  of  purchasing  the  area  for 
public  use,  the  corporation  has  indicated 
it  would  be  willing  to  sell  the  park  for 
this  purpose  for  S2  million. 

Essentially  half  that  amount  has  al- 
ready been  guaranteed  from  the  City's 
Open  Space  Fund  and  other  sources  as 
part  of  a  process  in  which  funds  are 
"banked"  each  year  towards  a  financial 
goal. 

The  23-member  Park  and  Open  Space 
Citizens  Advisory  Committee  receives 
staff  recommendations  and  then  holds 
hearings  on  tliem.  Hearings  on  the  reno- 
vation section  are  expected  to  last  into 
December  or  January,  to  be  followed  by 
hcai-ings  on  acquisitions  and  development, 
the  section  that  includes  the  matter  of 
the  Esprit  Park  allocation. 

Deborah  Lerner,  City  Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Dept.  Planner  who  works  with  the 
Open  Space  Committee,  told  The  Potrero 
View  that  it  is  her  understanding  that 
the  staff  recommendations  were  made 
in  the  belief  that  another  source  of 
funding  for  Esprit  Park  was  expected  to 
be  available  in  the  coming  year. 

And  Open  Space  Committee  Co-Chair 
Ron  Miguel  told  TTie  View  lhat  "I  am 
personally  waiting  for  a  definitive  re- 
port from  the  Trust  for  Public  Land, 
which  is  involved." 

Miguel,  a  22-year  Potrero  Hill  resident, 
said  the  demand  for  committee  funding 
reflects  a  number  of  government  con- 
straints, such  as  the  requirements  of  the 
Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  (ADA) 
as  well  as  a  current  economic  climate 
in  which  construction  bids  routinely  ex- 
ceed initial  estimates  and  a  number  of 
jobs  that  have  already  begun  cannot  be 
finished  until  additional  funds  are  allo- 
cated to  cover  costs. 

The  King  Pool  in  Hunters  Point  will 
take  another  million  for  emergency 
repairs,  he  pointed  out.  Play  areas 
whose  repairs  were  given  the  green 
light  by  staff  in  the  renovations  section 
of  the  budget  included  Mission  Dolores 
at  18th  and  Dolores  Streets;  Sgt.  Mc- 
Cauley  at  Larkin  and  O'FarreU  Streets; 


and  Visitation  Valley  on  Raymond 
Street. 

Another  member  of  the  Open  Space 
Committee,  Bette  Landis,  attended 
the  Esprit  fundraiser  in  July,  and  noted, 
"The  Mayor  was  very  realistic.  If  we 
can't  come  up  with  money  this  year,  the 
park  may  well  be  In  jeopardy. 

"We  may  lose  the  park  if  we  don't  buy 
it,"  she  told  The  View,  "because  there 
are  so  many  demands  for  live-work 
space." 

Landis  is  serving  her  second  stint  on 
the  Open  Space  Committee.  During  lier 
first,  on  the  body,  she  noted,  staff 
recommendations  were  not  made  until 
the  committee  had  taken  testimony 
from  various  parties  and  had  conducted 
investigations.  Since  she  has  returned 
to  ttie  committee,  she  pointed  out,  the 
process  has  begun  with  a  staff  recom- 
mendation. 

"There's  still  a  lot  of  action  to  be 
taken  on  this  issue,"  she  said,  adding, 
"and  I  intend  to  put  my  two  cents  worth 
in." 

Friends  of  Esprit  Park  are  asking  neigh- 
borhood residents  to  write  to  Mayor  Willie 
Brown  urging  him  to  get  involved  in 
efforts  to  ensure  tlie  purchase  of  the  park 
land  from  the  Esprit  Corporation.

Millers  Now  Gathering  Signatures 
To  Establish  Permit  Parking  Plan 


Signatures  are  currently  being  gathered 
to  establish  permit  parking  in  the  north- 
eastern part  of  Potrero  Hill. 

"With  the  development  of  the  ballpark. 
Mission  Bay  and  UCSF,  Potrero  HiU  is 
preparing  for  an  overwhelming  invasion 
of  parking."  stressed  longtime  Hill  resi- 
dent Babette  Drefke,  who  is  coordinat- 
ing the  permit  parking  drive. 

(The  area  being  proposed  for  permit 
parking  is  shown  on  the  map  above.) 

"The  concentration  of  commercial 
activities  in  the  area  of  the  new  ballpark 
and  Mission  Bay  North  retail  blocks  will 


cause  parking  shortages  because  of  the 
imbalance  between  parking  supply  and 
demand,"  Drefke  noted,  adding,  "as 
these  areas  develop  parking  problems  will 
be  felt  by  residents  and  businesses,  as 
already  evidenced  by  the  growing  present- 
day  parking  problems  on  the  HiU." 

Drivers,  she  predicted,  "will  walk  a 
considerable  distance  if  moderately  priced 
or  free  parking  is  available.  Unless  pre- 
cautions are  taken,  Potrero  Hill  can 
expect  to  be  severely  affected  by  traffic 
and  parking  overload  generated  by 
Giants  ballgames  and  other  events  at 
Pacific  Bell  Park. 


With  the  ballpark  set  to  open  in  the 
year  2()U0.  residents  of  blocks  likely  to 
be  used  for  parking  by  ball  park  fans  are 
moving  ahead  to  gather  signatures  of 
those  who  want  parking  permits. 

If  the  permit  is  established  for  the 
purposed  area,  it  will  cost  $27  per  year. 
It  will  not  be  mandatory  for  residents 
in  the  area,  but  vehicles  without  the 
permit  will  have  to  vacate  a  non-metcred 
parking  space  after  a  designated  period  — 
one  or  two  hours. 

Drefke  is  asking  all  those  who  are  cur- 
rently collecting  ^ignatu^es  to  submit 
them  to  her  or  lo  call  her  at  282-5919 
as  soon  as  all  available  signatures  have 
been  collected. 

Next  step  in  the  process  will  be  for  the 
petitions  to  go  through  the  Dept.  of 
Public  Works  Engineering  Division,  then 
a  commission  review,  a  public  hearing 
with  pro  and  con  debate,  a  Board  of 
Supervisors  vote,  and  then  to  the  Mayor. 
The  entire  process  usually  lakes  from  five 
to  six  months. 

If  permit  parking  is  approved  for  a 
street.  DPT  will  notify  all  residents 
of  the  street  by  mail.  Any  residents 
whose  streets  are  not  currently  included 
in  the  proposed  area,  or  those  who  want 
to  become  involved,  may  contact  Drefke 
for  more  information.

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ONE  PRIVILEGED  CLASS:  CHILDREN 

According  to  the  educator  Jonathan 
Kozol,  in  his  book  "Children  of  the 
Revolution,"  the  Cubans  have  a  saying 
that  there  is  only  one  privileged  class 
in  their  country  —  the  children.  At  the 
Potrero  Branch  Library,  putting  children 
first  has  actually  had  some  big  benefits 
for  adult  patrons  in  such  a  way  that  the 
interests  of  the  two  classes  of  patrons 
are  complementary.  Recent  acquisi- 
tion of  some  new  equipment  illustrates 
how  this  works. 

We  have  wanted  for  several  years  to 
maximize  shelf  space  by  purchasing 
magazine  storage  and  display  racks  for 
our  adult  periodicals  collection.  Due 
to  budget  constraints,  we  expected  this 
to  take  several  years.  Thanks  to  a  pur- 
chase using  the  library's  own  materials 
and  equipment  budget,  a  grant  from 
the  Friends  of  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Library,  and  a  gift  from  Anchor  Brewing 
Company,  we  were  able  to  purchase  the 
storage  and  display  racks. 

This  purchase  meant  that  we  could 
free  up  the  existing  periodicals  dis- 
player  for  use  in  the  children's  room 
where  it  now  serves  three  purposes.  On 
one  side  of  the  rack  young  readers  can 
find  current  juvenile  periodicals.  On 
the  other  we  have  decided  to  display 
single-column  children's  reference 
books,  many  ol  which  have  beautifuly- 
designed  and  attractive  covers  which 
were  previously  hidden  because  they 
were  shelved  spine  out. 

The  displayer  itself  proves  to  be  an 
excellent  sound  barrier,  and  helps  to 
cut  down  noise  from  the  children's  room 

that  sofne  adult  patrons  have  found  dis- 
tracting. 

We  will  utilize  the  Parent  Education 
collection  shelf  for  holiday  books  and 
give  the  Parent  Education  collection  a 
table  where  browsers  may  read,  and  a 
rack  to  house  the  binders  that  make  up 
that  collection.  Ephemeral  materials 
are  now  neatly  displayed  in  one  of  the 
former  children's  magazine  racks,  so 
that  the  table  holding  them  in  front  of 
the  library  mural  couJd  be  moved,  mak- 
ing the  mural  more  visible. 

The  resulting  effect  is  one  of  more 
aisle  space  in  the  adult  reading  room, 
making  it  airier  and  less  stuffy,  but 
more  filled  with  resource  of  interest  to 
both  children  and  adults.  The  children's 
room  is  more  of  a  children's  enclave, 
more  separate  from  the  adult  reading 
room  —  better-organized  —  but  cozier 
and  more  inviting. 

Thanks  for  the  hard  work  of  Deborah 
Cornue,  Assistant  Chief  of  Branches  at 
San  Francisco  Public  Library;  Margie 
O'DriscoU  of  the  Friends  of  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Library;  and  to  Fritz 
Maytag  and  Phil  Rogers  of  Anchor  Brew- 
ing, whose  interest  in  upgrading  the 
Children's  Room  prompted  some  of  the 
thinkir.;:  and  planning  of  this  project. 

Thanks  also  to  the  staff  here  for  their 
suggestions,  ideas  and  help  in  making 
the  changes.  They  are:  Amelia  Martin, 
Library  Technician;  Nell  Jehu,  Libraary 
Technical  Assistant;  and  Craig  Caldwell, 
Ricardo  Cisneros.  Lisa  Franks  and  Steve 
Patapoff,  Library  Pages.  We  look  for- 
ward to  holding  a  "Housewarming"  in 
January  to  introduce  the  changes  to  you, 
the  public.

Planning  Commission  concerns  about  the  effect  of  a  stadium  on  the  Mission  Bay 
development  slowed  down  the  progress  of  the  proposed  stadium  at  Second  and  King 
Streets  and  the  proposed  arena  at  Seventh  and  Townsend. 

MISSOURI  HOMEPORTING  THREATENS  HUNTERS  POINT  ARTISTS 

The  proposal  to  homeport  the  battleship  Missouri  at  the  Hunters  Point  Shipyard  could 
result  in  the  eviction  of  the  many  artists  and  small  businesses  who  have  oubleased 
their  space  from  the  Triple  A  Shipyard,  which  was  the  master  tenant  under  the 
United  States  Navy.   When  Triple  A  moved  to  the  East  Bay.  the  tenants  had  to  deal 
directly  with  the  Navy.  Homeporting  would  have  caused  the  cancellation  of  the 
subleases. 

NEW  RENTAL  COMPLEX  OPENS 

Once  the  site  of  the  Dutch  Boy  Paint  Company  ("We  Cover  the  World"),  and  the 
drug  rehabilitation  center  run  by  Synanon.  the  full  city  block  property  bounded  by 
Kansas,  Rhode  Island.  23rd  and  24th  Streets  opened  as  Potrero  Court,  with  123 
rental  units.  Financed  with  tax-exempt  municipal  bonds,  the  development  was  re- 
quired to  set  aside  27  apartments  for  low-income  families  and  individuals.  It  con- 
tained 20  three  bedroom  units.  12  studio  apartments  and  40  two  bedroom  units. 

HILL  ARCHIVES  PROJECT  CALLS  FOR  VOLUNTEERS 

The  Potrero  Hill  Archives  Project  was  started  in  an  effort  to  preserve  the  personal 
side  of  history.  The  Project  keeps  a  list  of  residents  interested  in  telling  their  own 
stories,  and  members  of  the  project  are  given  advice  to  help  in  conducting  their 
interviews. 

ACCIDENT  CLAIMS  "OLD  MIKE"  JABIN 

"Old  Mike"  Michael  John  Jabin  came  to  Potrero  Hill  the  year  after  the  great  1 906 
earthquake,  along  with  many  other  Molokan  families  who  left  Russia  because  of 
religious  persecution.  He  went  to  work  at  the  age  of  12,  after  his  father  was  killed 
in  a  shipyard  accident,  and  became  a  machinist  and  wood  finisher,  a  founding  member 
of  the  Wood  Finishers  Union  and  a  member  of  the  Intl.  Assn.  of  Machinists.  He 
retired  in  his  seventies  but  kept  active  repairing  his  house  and  cars.  He  died  in  a 
fall  from  his  roof  on  Oct.  1 3,  1 988.  just  one  month  before  his  90th  birthday.

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Potrero  Hill  School  of  the  Arts  Begins 
Second  Year  As  Part  of  New  Program

The  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  has 
begun  its  second  year  as  a  Middle  School 
for  the  Arts,  and  as  with  the  first  year 
of  the  program,  the  school  is  attracting 
students  well  beyond  the  Potrero  Hill 
neighborhood. 

Of  the  entering  sixth  graders,  this 
year  some  20  percent  live  in  the 
Potrero  Hill  area,  with  about  twice  as 
many  from  the  Mission  District  and 
about  a  dozen  students  each  from  the 
Bayview  District  and  Visitation  Valley. 

The  seventh  grade,  reflecting  the  first 
class  to  enter  the  school  after  it  was 
designated  a  School  of  the  Arts  (SOTA) 
in  1997,  shows  only  12  percent  of  the 
students  live  in  the  neighborhood.  Of 
the  eighth  graders,  about  15  percent 
are  Hill  residents.  Overall,  about  15 
percent  of  the  students  live  on  Potrero 
HiU. 

To  be  able  to  enroll  in  the  school, 
each  student  must  make  out  an  appli- 
cation, be  a  serious  student  academi- 
cally and  be  able  to  demonstrate  talent 
in  the  arts. 

Many  students  who  enrolled  in  the 
school  in  its  first  year  under  the  SOTA 
program  indicated  it  was  the  arts  pro- 
gram that  attracted  them.  All  students 
who  were  enrolled  in  art,  drama,  dance, 
band,  strings,  choir  and  computer 
programs  attended  performances  and 
were  engaged  by  artists-in-residence 
in  the  classrooms. 

A  grant  from  the  Bay  Area  California 
Arts  Project  supported  joint  faculty 
meetings  with  high  school  SOTA  faculty 
to  explore  issues  related  to  arts-based 
education.   High  school  SOTA  students 


volunteered  in  classrooms  as  part  of 
their  community  service,  learning  to 
coach  and  mentor  middle  school  students 
in  the  arts. 

In  the  past,  noted  SOTA  Principal 
Joe  Rosenblatt,  perhaps  only  one 
student  from  Potrero  Hill  Middle 
School  had  been  admitted  to  the  SOTA 
high  school.  But  this  year,  foUowing 
one  year  under  the  School  of  the  Arts 
program,  five  freshmen  from  the  Potrero 
Hill  Middle  School  were  admitted  to 
SOTA  on  the  high  school  level. 

The  Potrero  HiU  Middle  School  of  the 
Arts  begun  its  school  year  with  two 
new  administrators,  Principal  Glide 
Pascual  and  Assistant  Principal  Luz 
Valente. 

Pascual  began  in  the  district  as  a 
music  teacher,  has  worked  as  a  special 
education  teacher  and  most  recently 
served  as  principal  of  Luther  Burbank 
Middle  School.  She  told  The  View 
that  she  feels  as  if  she  is  coming  home 
to  the  arts,  and  sees  the  arts  as  a  way 
to  engage  students  academically  while 
supporting  positive  student  self-concepts. 
She  hopes  to  make  the  Potrero  Hill 
Middle  School  for  the  Arts  a  major 
"feeder  school"  to  the  SOTA  high  school. 

Valente  is  a  native  San  Franciscan 
who  had  lived  on  Pennsylvania  Avenue 
on  Potrero  Hill  and  had  attended  St. 
Teresa's  School  and  Church.  She 
worked  as  a  teacher  and  administrator 
in  the  Sacramento  area,  but  when  her 
parents  decided  to  return  to  Nicaragua 
and  leave  their  house  to  her,  she 
jumped  at  the  chance  to  return  to  San 
Francisco. 

She  has  been  working  in  San  Francisco 
since  October,  1997,  first  for  the 
Language  Academy  and  then  at  Luther 


Burbank  School.  Having  been  the 
school  sponsor  for  Ballet  Folklorico 
student  groups  and  discovering  as  a 
teacher  that  students  respond  with 
creativity  when  arts  are  used  in  assign- 
ments, Valente  is  delighted  to  be  at 
PHMSOTA. 

Renee  French,  the  continuing  Assis- 
tant Principal,  studied  piano  at  the 
San  Francisco  Conservatory  of  Music 
for  seven  years,  is  currently  a  docent 
of  Special  Events  at  the  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  and  was  the  Principal 
of  the  Magnet  School  of  the  Arts  at 
James  Denman  Middle  School.  She 
reports  that  this  past  year  was  a  busy 
year  working  on  integrating  the  arts 
into  the  curriculum,  having  artists 
demonstrate  in  classes,  visiting  mu- 
seums and  art  programs,  having  student 
performances  end  opening  many  con- 
versations and  cooperative  arrange- 
ments with  the  community. 

For  example,  the  San  Francisco  Con- 
servatory of  Music  donated  violins 
and  brought  its  orchestra  to  play  for 
students.  The  San  Francisco  Symphony 
demonstrated  for  string  and  instrument 
classes.  Opera  a  la  Carte  worked  with 
students  to  develop  mini  -  performances 
on  stage,  in  which  opera  singers  had 
major  parts  and  students  had  speaking 
roles. 

There  was  also  the  pilot  program  with 
the  Museum  of  Modern  Art  (MOMA) 
in  which  MOMA  provided  free  student 
memberships,  shuttle  buses  to  and 
from  the  museum  on  Saturdays,  and 
art  mentors.  Art  experiences  included 
African  drumming  and  Dance  with  an 
Artists-in-Residence,  gospel  singing, 
film  and  video  production,  and  classical 
ensemble  music. 


One  of  the  Architects-in-the-Schools 
classes  developed  a  design  for  an  empty 
lot,  which  was  presented  to  city  planners 
and  was  exhibited  last  May.  Students 
attended  the  San  Francisco  Opera,  Ballet, 
the  Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  and 
Family  Events  at  MOMA. 

In  three  years,  staff  hope  to  have  a 
program  in  place  that  integrates  the 
arts  and  academic  subjects.  This  year, 
after  one  year  of  experience,  a  leader- 
ship team  will  develop  a  long  range  plan 
aimed  at  improving  test  scores,  beha- 
vioral changes,  student  skills  in  the 
arts  and  admittance  to  high  schools  of 
their  choice.

Now's  the  Time  to  Get  Your  Flu  Shots 


Fall  is  the  time  to  focus  our  attention 
on  the  upcoming  flu  season,  which  reach- 
es its  hcigtil  from  December  through 
March. 

Most  people  are  ill  with  flu  for  only  a 
few  days,  but  others  can  become  serious- 
ly ill  from  secondary  bacterial  infections 
that  can  cause  pneumonia.  Some  20,000 
people  nationwide  die  every  year  from 
flu  or  related  complications. 

Influenza  type  A  and  B  viruses  have 
the  ability  to  change  their  antigenic 
component  each  year.  Therefore  the  flu 
vaccine  is  modified  yearly  and  recom- 
mended each  year  for  high  risk  individu- 
als and  groups  to  prevent  health  prob- 


lems caused  by  these  viruses.  This  year, 
the  flu  vaccine  contains  strains  of 
A/Beijing/262/95,  A/Sydney/5/97  and 
B/Beijing/I84/93. 

Those  at  greatest  risk  for  complica- 
tions who  should  receive  the  vaccine  are: 

*  Adults  and  cliildren  with  chronic 
heart  or  lung  disease  (including  asthma) 
who  must  have  regular  medical  follow- 
up  or  have  been  hospitalized  in  the  past 
year; 

*  Nursing  home  residents  or  institu- 
tional patients  with  chronic  medical 
conditions; 

*  Otherwise  healthy  persons  aged  65 


and  older; 

•  Those  with  diabetes,  kidney  prob- 
lems, immunosuppression,  severe  anem- 
iast  organ  transplants,  HIV  infection  ; 

•  Children  six  months  to  18  years  of 
age  on  long  term  aspirin  therapy; 

«  Health  care  providers  who  work  with 
high  risk  patients  and  family  members 
or  caretakers  of  at-risk  people. 

Contrary  to  popular  belief,  the  vaccine 
will  not  cause  the  flu,  because  it  is  made 
from  "killed"  vaccine.  Side  effects  in- 
clude soreness  at  site  of  injection,  head- 
ache and/or  low  grade  fever.  Those  who 
are  allergic  to  eggs  should  not  take  the 


vaccine.  It  takes  about  two  weeks  for 
your  body  to  develop  protection  after 
vaccination. 

The  Potrero  Hill  Center  will  be  holding 
special  "Flu  Shot  Days"  from  9  to  1 1 
a.m.  on  the  following  dates:  November 
12,  13,  19,  20  and  30.  Vaccinations  will 
also  be  given  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House  December  3,  from 
9  a.m.  to  noon.  If  you  are  interested  in 
finding  out  more  about  the  influenza 
vaccine,  please  contact  the  Caleb  G.

Slated  for  Nov.  19  at  Nabe 


The  Before  Columbus  Foundation  and 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House  will 
present  the  Sun  l-'rancisco  premiere  of 
Ishmael  Reed's  "Hubba  City,"  directed  by 
Vern  Henderson,  with  a  gala  opening  and 
preview  on  Thursday,  November  19,  at 
8  p.m.  at  the  Neighborhood  House,  953 
De  Haro  St.  Tickets  are  SI  0  at  the  door. 

In  his  satirical  play.  "Hubba  City," 
Reed,  one  of  America's  most  gifted  writ- 
ers and  winner  of  a  1998  MacArthur 
Foundation  "genius"  award,  creates  a 
modern-day  Harriet  Tubman  who  is  fed 
up  with  the  drugs  and  crime  in  her  neigh- 
borliood  and  goes  downtown  to  wake  up 
sleeping  politicians  to  the  insanity  of 
drugs. 

Reed  speaks  about  drugs  in  the  comm- 
unity from  personal  experience.  In  1987 
he  returned  to  his  Oakland  neighborhood 
after  teaching  at  Harvard  for  a  semester. 
What  he  found  was  that  his  home,  ond  the 
surrounding  areas  liad  been  seized  by  an 
extensive  drug  operation.  "Hubba  City" 
was  created  to  show  that  drug  trafficking 
is  bigger  than  just  "dope  pushers"  you 
see  on  the  streets.  "Hubba"  is  a  street 
term  for  crack  cocaine. 

Reed's  play  points  out  that  any  city  in 
America  can  become  "Hubba  City,"  and 


through  the  use  of  satire,  Reed  shows 
that  inner  cities  across  America  are 
dcalmg  with  this  problem,  and  through 
community  action  positive  change  can 
occur. 

"Hubba  City"  had  its  world  premiere  at 
Berkeley's  Black  Repertory  Group  in 
1989  and  went  on  to  play  at  the  Nuyori- 
can  Poets  Cafe  in  New  York  City  in 
1996. 

In  the  play  Reed  makes  the  case  that 
the  police,  politicians,  and  the  media 
consider  crack  n  problem  within  the 
African  American  community,  and  often 
turn  a  blind  eye  to  its  effect  on  low-in- 
come neighborhoods.
